Customs agents seized a 
smaUboat containing four mra 
yesterday off Government Cut 
near a' Coast Guard station.

Dr. Orlando Bosch, secre- 
tary general of the Insurrec- 
tional Movement of Bevolu- 
tionary Recovery (MIRR), said 
the men were on a mission to 
attack the freighter 26th of 
July as it passed the Florida 
coast and free three would-be 
defectors who had been in the 
rammed life boat. 

Bosch said^e four men in 
t. the 18-foot boat carried a 20 
' mm. gun, an automatic rifle 
and hand grenades, and were 
•going to rendezvous with a 29- 
foot vessel carrying six men 
armed with “several 57 mm. 
cannons” and 50 caliber ma- 
chine guns. When the smaller 
vessel didn’t show up on time, 
Bosch said, the larger boat 
fled to escape possible capture 
by the Coast Guard. !
